LOOK FOR GOOD 
CHESTNUT CROP 


Trees Show Signs Of Bearing 
Although Blight Will Cut 
Quantity Of Crop. 


Indications point to another small 
crop of chestnuts this fall in the 
forests of Pennsylvania. 
State for­ 
esters and rangers report th a t here 
and there throughout the woods are 
occasional chestnut trees th at have 
not yet succumbed to the blight and 
th at bore profuse clusters of flowers 
during July. 
Although the magnificent stands 
of chestnut tim ber th at were once 
so typical of P enn’s woods are now 
a thing of the past, John W. K el­ 
ler. deputy secretary of the depart­ 
ment of forests and waters, asserted 
that the chestnut blight has not 
killed all the chestnut trees in the 
state. 
The chestnut Is a sprouter and 
numerous young saplings up to five 
inches in diam eter and thirty-five 
feet in height, th a t have grown up 


from dead chestnut stumps, m ay be 
found, particularly in the southern 
p a rt of the state. 
Although it is improbable th a t 
our 'native chestnut will ever be­ 
come immune to the bark disease, 
w hich was imported into America 
about thirty years ago from Asia by 
way of Europe, it is possible th a t 
the trees which sprout up each year 
m ay become sufficiently resistant to 
thrive despite the blight. 
Experim ents have been 
under­ 
taken in the state forests to de­ 
term ine the relative resistance of 
different strains of chestnut. 
The 
Japanese 
and 
Chinese 
varieties 
have been found to be more highly 
resistant than the European chest­ 
nut. The American chestnut is the 
least resistant of all.
